Khrush­ 
chev has n ot been able to d o that. Thus in the Com­ 
m un ist P arty, throughout the world , there are P arty 
ad heren Ls an d n on -Party ad heren ts. The n on -Party ad ­ 
heren ts a re called Stalin ists. 
Stalin brooked n o livin g Trotskyists in the politics 
of the Commun ist I'n iversal State. A Trotskyist had to 
be killed . 
Even Trotsky him self w as m urd ered in 
Mexico by ord er of Stalin . 
The Stalin ists, however, 
have n ot been killed by Khrushchev. They live an d plot. 
Molotov, Malen kov, Kagan ovich, Zukov an d others are 
n ot on ly alive but are active in Russian affairs. The 
Chin ese-Alban ian Axis is Stalin ist an d it operates in d e­ 
pen d en tly of Khrushchev. 
Castro had the impud en ce 
to threaten that he would go over to the Chin ese- 
Alban ian Allian ce an d the m atter was so serious that 
Mikoyan d ared n ot leave Cuba to bury his wife. 


This C o mmunist Pa rty Co ng ress will dea l with 
the surv hra l o f Khrushchev . If he Is permitted to 
ho ld o n to the reins o f lea dership, It Is likely tha t 
his a nta g o nism to Ma o Tze-tung will Increa se, he 
will co me to a n understa nding with the I'nlted Sta tes 


a nd he will a id India . 


He m ay be kept in office, but his power will be 
d iffused . 
A com m ittee in the Kremlin will have the 
real power, while he will be the fron t. This will lead 
to con fusion an d possibly to civil w ar in som e of the 
satellites. 
The third po.ssibility is that the Stalin i.sts, backed 
by Mao Tze-tun g, will be victorious. 
They will kick 
Khrushchev out, put a fourth gen eration person in 
charge, en d the quarrel with Mao Tze-tun g, ren ew the 
quarrel with Tito, take a d eterm in ed stan d on Berlin 
an d Cuba. This could lead to war. 
The curren t Commun ist Con gress m ay turn out to 
be on e of the most im portan t in the history of the Soviet 
I'n iver.sa! State. 
The 20th Con grcs.s altered the pro­ 
gram of Stalin ism to an ti-Stalin ism , F urther, that Con ­ 
gress establi.shed opposition to the cult of person ality 
which, in effect, en d ed the period of in d ivid ual d ic­ 
tatorship an d established a broad participation in policy 
by the Presid ium . The chan ges w ere n ot on ly struc­ 
tural but d octrin al an d Khrushchev’s con cept of co­ 
existen ce—that is, a recogn ition of the tem porary sur­ 
vival of capitalism an d d em ocracy in W estern coun tries 
—was accepted as pos.sible. 
Khrushchev’s somewhat bourgeois attitud e d id n ot 
plea.se Red Chin a 
Mao Tze-tun g. an absolute Marxi.st

Counting Weapons 
Of Annihilation 


For generations standard reference works 
for assessing comparative military strength have 
been Jane’s “Fighting Ships” 
and “All the 
World s Aircraft.” The introduction of ballistic 
missiles has provided new complications, how­ 
ever, since they can be concealed more easily 
than dreadnought or bomber. 
To help fill the “intelligence gap.” the U S. 
Air Force has relied on the Rand Corp. to amass 
and evaluate military data. The British found a 
counterpart 
in 
The 
Institute 
for 
Strategic 
Studies, whose research — scholarly as well as 
clandestine — has been partly financed by the 
Ford Foundation. 
In 
its 
latest comprehensive analysis 
of 
weaponry, the institute estim ates the West will 
have between 450 and 500 intercontinental m is­ 
siles by 1963; Russia will have 75. The Soviet 
Union leads in intermediate-range missiles by an 
estimated 700 to the W est’s 250. 
But when 
missile-bearing bombers and Polaris-firing sub­ 
marines are tallied, the West appears to have 
commanding strength. 
This no doubt influenced Premier Khrush­ 
chev’s pullback in Cuba. There is reason to hope 
he will similarly be discouraged from moving 
recklessly against Berlin.' 
But there can be no real comfort for any­ 
one in a world where diplomatic leverage is 
applied by weapons, any one of which could 
cause wholesale annihilation.

Red Party Conferences 


Lenin and Stalin met opposition by murder. Khrush­ 
chev has not been able to do that. Thus in the Com­ 
munist Party, throughout the world, there are Party 
adherents and non-Party adherents. The non-Party ad­ 
herents are called Stalinist*. 
Stalin brooked no living Trotskyists in the politics 
of the Communist Universal State. A Trotskyist had to 
he killed. 
Even Trotsky himself was murdered in 
Mexico by order of Stalin. 
The Stalinists, however, 
have not been killed by Khrushchev. They live and plot. 
Molotov, Malenkov, Kaganovich, Zukov and others are 
not only alive but are active in Russian affairs. The 
Chinese-Albanian Axis is Stalinist and it operates inde­ 
pendently of Khrushchev. Castro had the impudence 
to threaten that he would go over to the Chinese- 
Albanian Alliance and the m atter was so serious that 
Mikoyan dared not leave Cuba to bury his wife. 


This Communist Party Congress will deal with 
the survival of Khrushchev. If he is permitted to 
hold on to the reins of leadership, it is likely that 
his antagonism to Mao Tze-tung will inerease, he 
will come to an understanding with the United States 
and he will aid India. 


He may be kept in office, but his power will be 
diffused. A committee in the Kremlin will have the 
real power, while he will be the front. This will lead 
to confusion and possibly to civil war in some of the 
satellites. 
The third possibility is that the Stalinists, backed 
by Mao Tze-tung, will be victorious. 
They will kick 
Khrushchev out, put a fourth generation person in 
charge, end the quarrel with Mao Tze-tung. renew the 
quarrel with Tito, take a determined stand on Berlin 
and Cuba. This could lead to war. 
The current Communist Congress may turn out to 
be one of the most important in the history of the Soviet 
Universal State. The 20th Congress altered the pro­ 
gram of Stalinism to anti-Stalinism. Further, that Con­ 
gress established opposition to the cult of personality 
which, in effect, ended the period of individual dic­ 
tatorship and established a broad participation in policy 
by the Presidium. The changes were not only struc­ 
tural but doctrinal and Khrushchev’s concept of co­ 
existence—that is, a recognition of the temporary sur­ 
vival of capitalism and democracy in Western countries 
—was accepted as possible. 
Khrushchev’s somewhat bourgeois attitude did not 
please Red China. Mao Tze-tung. an absolute Marxist 
and a protege of Stalin, regards Khrushchev as an up­ 
start. It is to be remembered that the Chinese Com­ 
munist Party, largely influenced by Karl Radek. was 
Trotzkyist until Stalin took the Chu-Mao alliance and 
made Mao the leader of the party 
This leadership was 
directly ordered from the Kremlin and all Chinese 
Communists with Trotzkyist leanings were expelled. So 
Mao owes everything to Stalin. 
In each Communist 
country, a strong Stalinist element remains. Albania is 
not the only Balkan country where Stalinism is impor­ 
tant. The Stalinists have taken advantage of the Cuban 
situation to accuse Khrushchev of abandoning a satel­ 
lite. In fact, so bitter has been the attack on Khrush­ 
chev, that he had to back-track on his promise to 
President Kennedy w ith regard to Cuba. 
The purpose of this article is not to evoke sym­ 
pathy for Khrushchev. He is an able politician who 
knows his own country and its politicians. He managed 
to survive all of Stalin's purges and finally to have 
Stalin's body removed from its tomb 
Wrhat greater 
triumph can a Communist have! 


My purpose rather is to attempt to state the 
~| 
facts of the situation as I see them and as they are 
now developing. From the standpoint of the United 
States. International Communism is our enemy and 
hopes to destroy our way of life. Many techniques 
are being used against us. some of which could 
bring on war; others could impoverish us. 


But this much seems to be clear: among the vari­ 
ous Communist leaders now- on the scene, the least 
objectionable, 
from 
the 
American 
standpoint, 
is 
Khrushchev. We might get. at the head of world Com­ 
munism, Mao Tze-tung, a bigoted Stalinist to whom 
human life is no more sacred than an ant's life is to 
us. 
We might get Suzlov or Kozlov, or some person as 
yet unknown to us who was brought up on the milk of 
hatred for our country, just as Castro was reared by 
a Spanish father who was a soldier in the Spanish- 
American War and never forgot the defeat.

WASHINGTON - Today, for 
the first time in over a year, the 
world is scheduled to be without 
nuclear tests. Neither Russia nor 
the United States will be unleash­ 
ing radioactivity with its stron­ 
tium 90 which decays the bones of 
young children. 
The United States has already 
stopped testing, and the Russians 
are scheduled to stop today. And 
one week hence, both countries 
meet in Geneva to resume talks 
on how to make the moratorium 
permanent. 
Nobody around the .State De- 
partmeot wants to say much about 
it. but it looks as if the two coun­ 
tries were very close to a formal 
agreement to cut out all nuclear 
tests, lf so. it could start off a 
chain reaction for disarmament 
and peace. 
Reason for the modified Amer­ 
ican optimism is 
the 
following 
chronological series of events: 
I. The only issue being argued 
between the USA and USSR today 
is underground tests. We have 
been able to detect atmospheric 
tests with complete reliability by 
flying planes around the borders 
of the Soviet to pick up particles 
of tai lout. We can also detect un­ 
derwater explosions with no diffi­ 
culty. As a result, the United 
States last spring proposed that 
the USA and USSR sign an agree­ 
ment to curtail tests in the air, 
under the water, 
and 
in outer 
space — immediately. 
The Russians refused. They ar- 


New Tax Laws Seen Puzzling U.S. Business 


WASHINGTON - It looks as if 
every dollar 
saved 
in 
federal 
taxes by a reduction in the tax 
rates of corporations will be off­ 
set by another dollar in increased 
expense due to new tax laws and 
regulations. 
American 
business 
may not choose to invest vast 
sums in plant and equipment when 
it cannot tell for another year or 
two just what extra levies are to 
be imposed by the so-called "tax 
reform” laws. The government's 
continuing policy 
of trying to 
make up through new tax rules 
and regulations what it permits 
corporations to save through a 
reduction of their tax rates from 
52 to 47 per cent will interfere 
with planning in private business. 
Take as one example of increas­ 
ed costs a proposed treasury reg­ 
ulation 
dealing 
with 
expense 
accounts. It has been widely pro­ 
claimed that the treasury plans 
to require a receipt for every ex­ 
penditure of $10 or more when a 
salesman, for instance, takes to 
breakfast, lunch or dinner a cus­ 
tomer or prospective customer or 
anyone else related to his busi­ 
ness transactions. Even tips would 
have to be listed and a record 
kept. 
Already the credit card clubs 
arc advertising that they give 
receipts for meals and other serv­ 
ices charged by their customers 
in participating restaurants and 
hotels. But what of the big per­ 
centage of persons who pay cash 
for their meals? W7ill they ask 
the restaurant and the waiter, too, 
to give them a signed receipt 
itemizing the payments made? 
One hotel manager in Chicago has 
just announced that he will pro­ 
vide tape recordings to help prove 
that the conversation was of a 
business nature, and he promises 
that one (rf his waiters will be a 
notary public to witness signa­ 
tures on restaurant checks and 
other documents. Will a salesman 
have to make an affidavit that 
the man he lunched with is of 
help to him in business? Will a 
newspaperman, for example, have 
to swear that he got a news story 
or hoped to get information for 
publication from the government 
official whom he took to lunch?

Can a taxpayer prove that all 
such expenses had a business pur­ 
pose without asking the customer 
or news source to sign an affi­ 
davit or to testify in his behalf? 
All of this extra record-keeping 
costs money. Every company will 
have to keep on file for years the 
receipts turned in by employes 
for every item of expenditure 
which they make as individuals 
in behalf of the company and for 
which they are reimbursed. Per­ 
haps railroads will have to pro­ 
vide receipts at the ticket window 
when a buyer of rail transporta­ 
tion is on a business trip. Will 
taxi drivers also have to give 
receipts? 
But the most uncertain factor is 
the coming demand by labor un­ 


ions for increased wages. Cer­ 
tainly nobody who is realistic 
thinks for a moment that labor 
unions will sit idly by after cor­ 
porate tax rates are reduced from 
52 to 47 per cent. Labor will want 
its share Some presidential com­ 
mission 
will

“guidelines” to determine labor's 
proportion. Also. the AFL-CIOhas 
announced that it will insist upon 
a 55-hour week without any re­ 
duction in wages The unions are 
in a position, because of their 
monopoly power, to extort a sub­ 
stantial part of the money saved 
by the corporations through lower 
tax rates. This means that the 
companies will have to increase 
their prices in order to keep pace 
with rising costs and to avoid a

C A P IT O L 
BUILDING — T h e 
beautiful extension of the East 
front of the Capitol Building os­ 
tensibly was completed in time 
for the inauguration of President 
Kennedy in January, 1961.

All this isn t be­ 
cause of a lack of money avail­ 
able to borrowers but because of 
a lack of confidence in the future 
earning power of American busi­ 
ness, confronted as it has been by

The “profit squeeze” of today 
is directly the result of factors 
which the administration contin­ 
ues to ignore—among them the 
unsatisfactory wage-price relation­ 
ships, the interference of the gov­ 
ernment in business, and the new 
threats of foreign competition. 
The prospect is, therefore, that 
the country will encounter more 
recessions 
that 
alternate 
with 
mild upturns and will not exper­ 
ience a fundamental improvement 
in the overall economy. 
Real 
prosperity will not be achieved 
until there is in power an admin­ 
istration and a Congress of the 
same party dedicated to the idea 
of developing the American eco­ 
nomy along the lines of free en­ 
terprise and without tolerance of 
monopoly power by any group,

J The United States is now able 
to detect almost all underground 
tests. We have spent some $150,- 
000,000 on perfecting methods and,

The only problem still to be solv­ 
ed is to ascertain whether sus­ 
picious tremors come from earth­ 
quakes or from nuclear tests.

Cuba increases the chances et 
an agreement, first because the 
Russians have set a semi-prece­ 
dent for inspection by permitting 
U.S. inspection of Russian mis­ 
siles on ships at sea; second, both 
sides came very close to atomic 
war during the Cuban crisis. 
‘'Khrushchev looked down the 
gun barrel of atomic war during 
the Cuban crisis,” said William 
Foster, the hard-working chief of 
the Arm Control and Disarma­ 
ment Agency. "We believe he'* 
just as anxious as we are to pre­ 
vent such a war.” 
Note — Underground tests are 
practical for developing tactical 
nuclear weapons, but they could 
test and develop a fusion bomb. 
This is what we fear the smaller 
nations may eventually develop— 
a fusion bomb giving off tremen­ 
dous expense of fissionable ma­ 
terials. A fusion bomb, however, 
would cost almost nothing So far, 
no one has developed it; we hop* 
no one ever will.

and 
French thinking have been sweep­ 
ing, vast, galvanic, and oddly 
stimulating in a thousand differ­ 
ent ways in the last five years. 
• Five years, incidentally, is the 
magic number everyone uses to 
date the end of the old and the 
beginning of the new regimes in 
a dozen different fields.) 
No­ 
where is this drastic and symbolic 
and really significant change in 
thinking more evident than in the 
change in French drinking habits 
and the whole concept of drink. 
Five years ago, the French had 
fas they still have* the worst rate 
of alcoholism of any nation in 
the world. 
Still, many, many 
French doctors and most French­ 
men felt that there was no such 
disease as alcoholism, that the 
very thought of such a thing was 
a bit of Anglo-Saxon lunacy like 
bloodletting a n d the belief in 
witches. 
Five years ago, Alco­ 
holics Anonymous was making 
great strides in every country in 
the world except France. France 
had AA chapters full of Ameri­ 
cans, 
British, 
A u s t r a l i a n s , 
Swedes, and Irish, but without a 
single French member. 
French­ 
men

problems 
occasionally drifted into AA meet­ 
ings—but they drifted right out 
again 
Even AA leaders were

Today AA in France is not only 
flourishing with Frenchmen, hut

meetings are sparkling affairs. 
By virtue of his book, Kessel has 
become almost a patron saint of 
AA, although he himself is and 
always was a two-fisted drinker 
who is slightly embarrassed by 
all this adulation 
But the change in French think­ 
ing on drinking goes far deeper 
and wider than AA, representing 
almost a major change in the life 
and habits of the nation itself. 
For one thing, the whole idea five 
ago that drinking might be had 
for you was anathema to a nation 
whose economy was so closely 
geared to the vineyards.

Not any more. 
Today France’s economy, like 
ours, is geared to the automobile 
and heavy industry and consumer 
goods are making vast strides.

individual 
who drinks Scotch or beer. 
French young people don't drink 
much of anything (youth all over 
the world is bored with drinking) 
but they drink beer when they 
do drink alcohol 
Actually, their 
favorite drink is coffee.
